| Crop Census Bureau Issues a Complete 


Statement of Crop Conditions in 
Canada—Nearly all Varieties of 
Crops Estimated to be Much Larger 
Than Last Year—An Abundant 
Yield Throughout the Dominion. 


Ottawa.—A fuller statement of crop 
conditions in Canada than that given 
out last week has been issued by the 
crop census bureau with compfarisons 
up to the same date last year. 

As a consequence of the late sowing 
and summer drouth cereal crops did 


;not mature in the maritime provinces, 


Quebec and the eastern and northern 
parts of Ontario until late in August. 

Elsewhere in Canada harvesting 
operations were practically concluded 
by the end of August, and in the 
western and southern parts of Ontario 
and southern Alberta cutting was well 
under way in July in the northwest 
provinces. There was a great call for 
harvest help, especially in Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan, where hot and 
drying winds hastened the ripening of 
the grain, but the continued weather 
helped out the season very satisfac- 
torily. 

For the whole of Canada the esti- 
mates of the production based on the 
reports of a large staff of correspond- 
ents show for all wheat a_ yield of 
16,700,000 bushels, and of spring wheat 
151,686,000 bushels, being 25.22 and 
21.39 bushels per acre respectively. 
The total yield is 168,386,000 bushels, 
or 21.71 bushels per acre, as against 
124,690,000 bushels at the same time 
last year. Oats with an average yield 
of 39.15 bushels per acre, are given an 
aggregate of 354,919,000 bushels, and 
barley, with an average of 30.55 bush- 
els, gives an aggregate of 56,975,000 
bushels for oats, and 49,488,000 bush- 
els for barley. Other crops compared 
with last year show 8,184,000 bushels 
peas, against 7,667,000 bushels; beans 
1,311,000, against 1,772,000 bushels; 
buckwheat 7,795,000 bushels, against 
7,727,000 bushels; mixed grains 19,524,- 
000, against 19,380,000 bushels; rye 
1,708,000 bushels, against 1,711,000 
bushels, and hay and clover 10,246,300 
tons, against 11,128,000 tons. All field

higher averages per acre than at the 
same time last year,

‘PAIGNTON’S BIG PUDDING 


Devonshire Town Revives Old Charlt 
able Custom This Month. 


The tiny resort of Paignton in 
Devonshire will this month revive 4 
curious historical festival. Centuries 
ago it was the custom there to make 
a huge. pudding for distribution 
among the poor. In later years, how- 
ever, it was only made on the occa- 
sion of some important event. On 
the conclusion of the Continental 
Wars, which ended with Waterloo, 
for instance, a pudding weighing a 
ton and.a half was made and boiled 
in sections: It cost £52 10s., and 
among the ingredients were 573 pounds 
of flour, 191 pounds of bread, 382 
pounds of raisins, 191 pounds of cur- 
rents, 582 pounds of suet, 320 lemons, 
360 quarts of milk, 144 untmegs, 95 
pounds of sugar, and a large number 
of eggs. 

In 1859 Paignton again distinguish- 
ed itself by making a Christmas pud- 
ding of similar weight, but since then 
those responsible have been satisfied 
with comparatively diminutive ex- 
amples, averaging about 200 pounds 
each. 

The latter, however, were merely 
made for church bazaars and festi- 
vals, and did not really constitute the 
famous Paignton pudding, which ac- 
cording to rule, is only made every 
fifty years. This year is:the fiftieth 
anniversary of the occasion when the 
pudding was last made in honor of 
the opening of the railway. 

A somewhat similar’ custom is ob- 
served at Denby Dale, near Hudders- 
field, where for over a hundred years 
the inhabitants have baked large pies 
ix commemoration of remarkable 
events. As far back as the recovery 
of George III. the practice prevailed, 
and another occasion was the con 
clusion of peace between England an 
France in 1815, when the pie con- 
tained half a sheep, twenty fowls, 
and half a sack of’ flour. To celebrate 
her late Majesty’s Jubilee a pie was 
baked in a dish weighing l5ewt. It 
was & feet in diameter, 2 feet in depth, 
and the total weight was over two 
tons. The cost was £250, and it was 
drawn by ten horses. Unfortunately 
the pie when cut was found to be un- 
eatabin: and another was made in 
the following September, when more 
than 2,000 persons partook of it.

Remarkable Story of Mr. Tom Price 
of South Australia. 


One of the most remarkable careers 
of modern times closed with the death 
of Mr. Tom Price, Premier of South 
Australia. Many years ago, in the 
humble position of stonemason, he 
helped to build the Parliament 
House; afterwards he sat in that very 
House as Prime Minister. He was a 
Welshman, born at Brymbo, in Den- 
bighshire. His father was a working 
builder, and he himself was taught 
the stonemason’s trade in Liverpool
